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PRESIDENT DATCU, SPEAKING AS ROMANIAN REPRESENTATIVE, CALLED 
FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF ALL FOREIGN TROOPS, END TO ALL FOREIGN 
INTERFERENCE, COEXISTENCE OF THE TWO COMMUNITIES WITHIN A 
SINGLE INDEPENDENT STATE, AND RESUMPTION OF THE INTERCOMMUNAL 
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TALKS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

CYPRIOT FOREIGN MINISTER CHRISTOPHIDES, IN RIGHT OF REPLY, 

ACCUSED THE RURKISH REPRESENTATIVE OF REFUSING TO REPLY TO HIS 
CHARGES, WHICH HAD BEEN ADDRESSED TO TURKEY AND NOT TO 
TURKISH CYPRIOTS, FOR IT WAS "ANKARA THAT RUNS THE 
SHOW IN THE OCCUPIED AREA" AND THE QUESTION OF CYPRUS WAS ONE 
OF "AGGRESSIONAND OCCUPATION BY TURKEY." HE REITERATED 
"INHUMAN ACTS ARE BEING PERPETRATED DAILY AGINST THE GREEK 
CYPRIOTS." HE THEN QUOTED NEWS REPORTS TO THE EFFECT 
THAT CONFIDENTIAL UN MILITARY DOCUMENTS CIRCULATED IN UNFICYP 
SHOWED THAT LOOTING WAS BEING CARRIED OUT "ON A MASSIVE 
SCALE" IN THE TURKISH-OCCUPIED AREA, AND ALSO QUOTED NEWS 
REPORTS TO THE EFFECT THAT GREEK CYPRIOTS IN THE NORTH 
WERE BEING MADE TO SIGN APPLICATIONS FOR TRANSFER TO THE 
SOUTH, AS WELL AS REPORTS TELLING OF ROBBERY, BEATING 
AND RAPE OF GREEK CYPRIOTS IN THE NORTH. THESE FACTS SHOULD 
BE DISCLOSED "FOR THE WORLD TO KNOW THE KIND OF PEACE ANKARA 
HAS IN MIND FOR CYPRUS." ON THE WHOLE, THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED 
DEC. 14 MET HIS BASIC DEMANDS, CHRISTOPHIDES TOLD THE SC. 

TURKMEN (TURKEY) SATED THERE WERE NO PRECONDITIONS FOR 
DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COMMUNITIES. 

TURKISH CYPRIOT REPRESENTATIVE CELIK SAID TURKEY DID NOT 
REPRESENT THE TURKISH CYPRIOTS, AND CHRISTOPHIDES SHOULD ADDRESS 
HIMSELF TO HIM, CELIK, AND NOT TO THE TURKISH REPRESENTATIVE. 
INSTEAD OF TALKING NOW, HIS "DISTINGUISHED COUNTERPART" SHOULD 
RETURN TO THE NEGOTIATING TABLE. HE CONCLUDED BY AGAIN 
EXTENDING A HAND OF FRIENDSHIP TO CHRISTOPHIDES. (REPEATED 
INFO ATHENS, ANKARA, NICOSIA, LONDON) 

3. COMMITTEE 2 - IFAD; CONCLUDES WORK 

THE COMMITTEE TOOK ACTION ON FOOD PROBLEMS BEOFRE IT CONCLUDED 
ITS WORK FOR THE SESSION DEC.15 BY ADOPTING REVISED RESOLUTION ON 
IFAD (L.89) AFTER FINAL PREAMBULAR AND OPERATIVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PARAGRAPHS WERE DELETED, AND APPROVING DECISION, PRESENTED BY 
NORWAY AND VENEZUELA, WHICH WOULD AUTHORIZE THE SYG TO 
RELEASE FROM THE UN SPECIAL FUND $10 MILLION OF THE 
VENEZUELAN CONTRIBUTION AND THE NORWEGIAN CONTRIBUTION 
OF $9,881,815.18 TO THE TWO DONOR GOVERNMENTS, HAVING 
NOTED THEIR DECLARED INTENTION TO CONTRIBUTE THOSE AMOUNTS TO 
IFAD. PAKISTAN AND YUGOSLAVIA PRESSED FOR VOTE, AND THE DECISION 
WAS ADOPTED 52(US)-1 1 (AFGHANISTAN. PAKISTAN, SOMALIA. EGYPT, 

UPPER VOLTA. MALAYSIA, NIGER. DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, ETHIOPIA, 

GUYANA, CAMEROON)-57(INCLUDING YUGOSLAVIA, 

JAMAICA, ALGERIA, LIBYA, NIGERIA. SOVIET BLOC, CHINA). 

THERE WERE 20 EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE BEFORE THE VOTE, AND 
ANOTHER 20 AFTER IT. 
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JAPAN AND FRG IN THEIR STATEMENTS BEFORE THE VOTE ON FOOD 
PROBLEMS EACH ANNOUNCED THEY HAD MADE $3 MILLION SUPPLEMENTARY 
CONTRIBUTIONS TO IFAD, SUBJECT TO PARLIAMENTARY APPROVAL. 

THIS INCREASED BOTH OF THEIR CONTRIBUTIONS FROM (52 TO $55 
MILLION EACH, BRINGING PLEDGES TO IFAD TO OVER $1 BILLION. 

OTHER ACTION TAKEN BY THE COMMITTEE INCLUDED APPROVAL WITHOUT 
VOTE OF RESOLUTION (L.93) ON UNCTAD IV. 

AMONG RESOLUTONS ADOPTED BY THE COMMITTEE DEC. 14 WERE ONES 
RELATING TO ' STRENGTHENING OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES IN THE 
FIELD OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOOPMENT" - WITHOUT VOTE; AND AMENDED 
VERSION OF RESOLUTION ON INDUSTRIAL REDEPLOYMENT - 91-l(US)-26 
(WEO'S EXCEPT NETHERLANDS AND PORTUGAL; EE'S EXCEPT ROMANIA). 

IN STATEMENT AFTER THE VOTE ON THE INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT RESOLUTION, THE ARGENTINE REPRESENTATIVE WAS 
CRITICAL OF THE EC-9 AND ALSO IMPLIED SOVIET BLOC HAD 
SHOWN BAD FAITH DURING CONSULTATIONS ON THE TEXT. MANY 
EXPLANATIONS OF WESTERN DELS CALLED FOR CAUTIN IN STUDYING 
COMPLEX REDEPLOYMENT ISSUE. EASTERN BLOC EXPLAINED THEIR 
ABSTENTIONS BY STATING IT WAS MATTER WITHIN "SPHERE OF THE 
SO-CALLED MARKET ECONOMIES, NOT THE SOCIALIST ONES." THE 
COMMITTEE ALSO APPROVED A DECISION TO NOTE THE REPORT OF THE 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT BOARD AND DECIDE IN PRINCIPLE TO 
CONVENE THIRD GENERAL CONFERENCE OF UNIDO IN 1979. (USUN 6188, 

6189, 6201,6202, 6203)

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4. COMMITTEE 5 - FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS 

AT EVENING MEETING DEC. 14, THE COMMITTEE DISPOSED OF NINE 
FINANCIAL IMPLICATION ITEMS. VOTES WERE REQUESTED BY ISRAEL 
ON TWO DRAFTS RELATING TO ISRAELI PRACTICES AFFECTING HUMAN 
RIGHTS OF POPULATION OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, AND ALL OTHERS WERE 
ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS. 

IF OMNIBUS RESOLUTION ON ISRAELI PRACTICES (L. 11) WERE 
APPROVED, ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATIONS OF $81,950 UNDER SECT. 18 
AND CONFERENCE SERVICING COSTS NOT EXCEEDING $160,450 WOULD BE 
CONSIDERED BY THE GA IN CONTEXT OF OVERALL REQUIREMENTS 
IN 1977 CALENDAR - APPROVED 52-2(US, ISRAEL)-17. IF 
RESOLUTION ON QUNEITRA (L.12) WERE ADOPTED AN ADDITIONAL 
APPROPRIATION OF $23,000 WOULD BE REQUIRED - APPROVED 
52-l(ISRAEL)-18(US). 

OTHER FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS APPROVED WITHOUT OBJECTION WERE 
ON: IMPLEMENTATION OF DECLONIZATION DECLARATION - NO ADDITIONAL 
APPROPRIATION AT PRESENT; ILC REPORT ON WORK OF 28TH 
SESSION - ADDITIONAL $17,700 FOR 1978-79 IF EGYPTIAN 
REQUEST FOR PUBLICATION IN ARABIC OF ILC HANDBOOK WERE
